ſeen. And I know Subſtances 
freed, in any degree, from the 
clogs of Materiality, may per- 
form extraordinary things, How 
much more might the Lody of 
our Saviour (that never was ſo 
ſtrongly fettered) perform Won= 
ders, while he was on Earth 1n 
the Body, after his Reſurrection, 
and now ſince his Aſcenſion , 
eſpecially being in all theſe vari- 
ous ſtates united to his Divinity :

In: this 
dark Chariot doth the Omnipo- 
tent Creator, the Great Fehovah, 
ride forth magnificently; and 
when the Vail was drawn away, 
the Light appear'd ; And God 
ſaid, Let there be Light, ana there 
was Light : This Light was be- 
fore hid in the Darkaeſs, till it 
it was manifeſted at the Com- 
mand of God ; the Light was 
mingled with the Darkneſs in 
the Chaos, and innumerable o- 
ther ſeeming Contrarieties ; but 
not confuſed, none of God's 
Creatures can be ſo; for God 1s 
a God of Order, not of Confu-

Mind. Man hath power over 
the Creatures, to change and al- 
. ter the Subltance, but he hath 
not power to make the ſubftance, 
not the leaſt part of it, but God 
producerh ihe ſubſtance & form, 
and all from himſelf : The Light 
of this Creation is a Reflexion of 


the Superceleftial Light. And 


God [aw the Light that it was good, 
and God divided the Light from 
the Darkneſs ; and God called 


the. | 
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the Light Day, and the Darkneſs 
he called Night ; aud the Evening 
and the Morning were the firſt Day. 
When the Light was leparated 
from the Darkneſs, and brought 
forth into a diſtinEt Exiſtence, this 
was the end of the Firſt Day's 
Work : [There is a Philoſophical 
Work which is an Excellent Fi- 
oure of this Firſt Days Work; 
VV hen an enlightned Man, a wiſe - 
Man, takes ſome part of the Cre- 
ation, of the Subſtance or Mat- 
ter, and cauſeth it to paſs into 
Death and PutrifaCtion, it comes 
to belike the Chaos, of which it 
was once'a part, it goes into a 
Rare of Darkneſs and Blackneſs ;

After the Light was ſeparated 
from the Darkneſs, in the Firſt 
Day's Work, the Second Day the 
Light was Rarified and Expand- 
ed, it was extended or ſpread 
forth to a wonderful Circumfe- 
rence, and {o it became rhe Fir- 
mament, which God called Hea- 
ven, Itis ſaid, The Lord ftretch- 
ed out the Heavens as a Curtais, FI 
 #Tent to awellin : Thus as a wile 
Builder, a curious ArchiteCt, the 
Lord covers the top of the Stru- 
&ture before he fini{heth the cu- 
rious In-works: The Chaos was 
a Watry Subliance, an UnQtuous 
Humidity, the Principle of the 
Water was predominant ; there- 
fore the Scripture here calls ir 
Water, ſaying, The Spirit of God 
mowed upon the face of the Waters, 
Fire and Water are the two moſt 

{ub- 
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ſubſtantial Principles, Earth and 
Air are produced from them; 
Water is the Root and Begin- 
ning, Fire the Perfection and End 
of all things. 'The UnCtuouſ- 
neſs, Oylineſs of the Chaos, pro- 
duc'd the Light, or rather was 
the Light and Fire ; the Water 
was in this beginning of things 
the greate{t quantity, till the Fire 
gets the Predominancy ; the Fir- 
mament, the Light and Heat di- 
vided the Waters from the Wa- 
ters; thus a vaſt quantity of Wa- 
ter was molt wiſely placed, part 
of it below the Fire, that its 
piercing ſubſtance might not 


with its fiery heat penetrate the 


Farth too {wiftly with its quick 
motion, till the Earth was 
brought more towards a ſtate of 
Perfection ; the Firmament was 
placed between the Waters to 
ConcoCt and Ripenthem, and to 


bring 4. 
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bring their Watry into a Piery 
Subſtance; the Oleous Quality 
of the Chaos was Fire, but when 
it was expanded into the Firma- 
ment, it much loſt its force, and 
became more properly Light and 
Hear, than Fire, as it 15 now 
placed ; ſo that we here ſce tlie 
meaning of that word, The /otce 
of the Lord livideth rhe Flames of 
Fire ; the molt compact Body of 
Fire is divided till it comes to be 
hardly any longer Fire : Bodies 
are diviſible, Spirits got; the 
nearer any Body is to gpirit, the 
more hard to have its Barts diyi- 
ded : Fire is that wonFrful Sub- 
ſtance, I mult not, I date n»tar 
this time lay any more of the Na- 
ture of it, But notwichſtand= 
ing the Fire is brought iato this 
peaceful Iemperature, in the 
making the F;rmament, yet it 
retains {0 mucly the Nature of 

E ire, 
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Fire, that if it 1s agitated and 
contracted, it becomes Fire a- 
gain; as we ſee by a commun 
Experiment, it is done by the 


Burning-Glaſs: But it is made | 


out Excellently and Clearly, by 
the account we have of the Lait 
Great Conflagration ; in the 
Scriptures it is ſaid, The Element 
all welt with fervent heat; and 
that it ſhall be wrapped np like a 
Scroul ; which paſlage explains 
the former ; its being wrapped 
vp, contraCted, and brought into 
a narrower compaſs, will ſo in- 
creaſe the intenie heat, that zhe 
Element ſhall welt, and the Earth 
and all thine s in it ſhall be burnt up. 
And thus it 1s ſhewed me the 
Conflagration,burning the Earth 
by Fire, ſhall in ſome reſpects 
reſemble the Deluge by Water ; 
then the Wizdows of Heaven were 
opened, and the Fountains of the 
great 
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great Deeps were broken up : So in 
the Diſpenſation of Fire, the Ele- 
ment ſhall perform its Office of 
Burning, as hath been a lutle 
before deſcribed ; alſo the imprt- 
ſoned Fires in the ''owels of the- 
Earth,ſhall be ſetat liberty ; their 
D:ep ſhall be broken up, that 
they may meet their beloved up- 
per Flames, to which they al- 
ways tend. And 1t appears to 
me, that as the World grou's 
nearer its ;eriod , Nearer this 
Diſpenſation of Fire, the Cen- 
tra] Fires do more brealc their 
Priſons, make the way out of 
the Earth, gain Victory over the 
Waters under the Earth, and 
ſvmetimes above the Surface of 
the Earth ; as 1s ſeen by Feſavi- 
us, Atna, and other Burnings, 
that in our time have wonder- 
fully 1flued forth, and {lewed 
their Conqueſt over the Water, 
E 2 by 
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by fQd Effetts: And Farth- 
qaakes may be ſometimes cauſed 
- by the ſtrife of Fire and Wa- 
ter, which when Fire gets the 
predominancy, cauſes the Earth 
to open; for we common'y ſee 
the exceſs of Drineſs makes the 
Earth chap and gape, Moilture 
makes it more continuous , or 
clinging together. 

Now I cannot but return 
with Admiration to behold the 
Beauty and Wiſdom of this Se- 
cond Day's Work. and ſay, Te

T is the fault of many Inge- 
nious Perſons in their Diſ- 
courſes of Narural Things, that 
they only Speak or Write of 
them in their Second Cauſes; 
and not 45 Origire, in their firſt 
Root and Fountain, the Divine 
Being, who is the Source of all 
>ing , Bleiledneſs and Happt- 
neſs; and I doubt not this hath 
been rhe fault of ſome, who have 
had in their Minds a high Ado- 
ration of the Ever Bleſſed God - 
Yet this negle&t hath been a 

oreat Evil in Three Reſpects, 
Firſt, '1 hat they have not as 
they ought acknowledged God 
H 4 in 
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in all their Ways, and did not 
begin with him who is the Be- 
ginning of all things. 


Secondly, By this they may 
have miſled ſome of the Illiterate 
and Unthinking World, in ma- 
King ſome ready to doubt of the 
Firſt Cauſe, becauſe theſe Men 
who they value mention nothing 
of it, others think ill of the Men, 
and the Truths they Diſcourſe 
of, becauie the Ground of all 
Truth 1s left out 1n their Wri- 
ti0g5. 


Thirdly, This kind of Philo- 
ſophy cannot be fol1d ana fub- 
ſtantia!, wanting a good Foun- 
dation. T hope in what I have 
' to {ay about Niartcr, and its Di- 
verfihcation, about Motion, aid 
the Oricziue, Qrder and End of it, 
w.ll be all plainly deduced from.

The Second Principle to be 
Diſcours'd of about Matter, is, 
That the great Bodies of Light, 
and oth:r Creatures of Bulk, do.

toms, Corpulcles or Particles ; 
theſe little parts of Matter have 
their determinate fize, ſhape, 

{citua-

The motion or moving of theſe 
little Particles, did at firſt con- 
duce, as a Second Cauſe, to the 
making Varieties of Creatures ;

all material things; which brings 
me to the Second Head of Dil- 
courſe I principal'y intended , 
which is to ſay ſomething of 
Motion :; Matter had an Occult 
Principle of Motion hid in its 
Nature, not being made of a dull 
inſenſible nothing, out of I know 
not what imaginary, empty 
ſpace, but was made of an ative 
- Subſtance ; yet it did not atu- 
ally move in a regular determi- 

nate 
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nate Motion, till the Spirit of 
the Living God, Moved upon 
it , and thereby put it into its 
right order of moving, andeſta- 
bliſhed the Laws of its Motion, 
1n which courſe of moving it re- 
mains to this Day, only to ſhow 
that he is a Wiſe and Free A- . 
gent that moved it at firſt, and 
continues preſent with it to di- 
re& all its Motions ; the uſual 
Courſe of it hath ſometimes been 
a little altered, and new Work- 
manſhip hath been made to ap- 

ear, to ſhow the Soveraignty, 
Wiſdom and Power of the Mz 
ker and Mover of all things.

intimate a Jittle more fully, that 
the Viitbie iZeavens are kept in 
their Beauty , Order, Motion, 
by the Power of Attraction, of 
Divine Energy, Power, Virtue, 
from the upper Light World, I 
am well aſſured, but how this 1s 
performed, I ſhall not more 
largely expreſs at preſent, fuch 
Knowledge is too wonderful tor 
me; 
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me; yet ſometimes fuch a little 
Living Engine as my ſelf, in its 
moving upand down this great 
W orld,feels ſomething of the Di- 
vine Magnetiſm and Attraction
